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ZONING ORDINANCE 

A Resolution of the municipality of 



to regulate and restrict the Location, Construction and Use of Build- 
ings and other structures, the use of land in this municipality and 
for said purposes dividing this municipality into Use Districts. 

Whereas a municipality is empowered, to enact a zoning ordinance, 
provide for its administration, enforcement and amendment; to deem 
it necessary for the purpose of promoting health, safety, morals or 
general welfare of the municipality to enact such an ordinance ; to 
regulate and restrict the height, number of stories and sizes of build- 
ings and other structures, the percentage of lot that may be occupied, 
the size of yards, courts and open spaces, the density of population and 
the location and use of buildings, structures, and land for trade, indus- 
try, residences, or other purposes ; to divide into districts as hereinafter 
described and that such regulations, restrictions and boundaries of 
districts shall be established, enforced and amended is provided in this 
Ordinance. 

The enactment of this ordinance is pursuant to authority granted in 
the 3nd Class Township Code approved the 1st day of May, 1933, 
P.L. 103 as supplemented and amended (for Townships in Penna.) ; 

or of the Borough Code approved the 4th day of May, 1927, P.L. 
519, as supplemented and amended (for Boroughs in Penna.). 

ARTICLE I 

Title 

This Ordinance shall be known as the Zoning Ordinance of, and

and all explanation matter thereon are hereby adopted and made a 
part of this Ordinance. 

ARTICLE II 

General Provisions 

For the purpose of this Ordinance there shall be certain general 
provisions which shall apply to the municipality as a whole. 



MUNICIPAL ZONING ORDINANCE 

Section 21 : Definitions : 

Unless the context requires otherwise, the following words shall, 
for the purpose of this Ordinance, have the meaning herein set forth. 
Words used in the present tense include the future, the singular in- 
cludes the plural and plural includes the singular and the word "shall" 
is mandatory not directory. The word "used" shall be deemed also to 
include designed, intended or arranged to be used. Unless otherwise 
specified, all distances shall be measured horizontally. 

21.1 Alley: A passage or way open to public travel which affords 
generally a secondary means of vehicular access to abutting 
lots and is not intended for general traffic circulation. 

21.2 Building, Accessory : A subordinate building, the use of which 
is customarily incidental to that of the main building on the 
same lot. 

21.:! Building, Main: A building in which is conducted the prin- 
cipal use of the lot on which it is situated. 

21. -1 Dwelling: A house, apartment building or other building used 
primarily for human inhabitation. The word "dwelling" shall 
not include hotels, motels or other structures used for tran- 
sient residence. 

21.5 Dwelling, Cellars: Any building wherein the floor of rooms 
intended for human occupancy, other than game rooms and 
similar special rooms is more than four (-i) feet below grade. 

21. () Dwelling, Single Family: A detached residence designed for 
or occupied by one (1) family only. 

21.'; Dwelling Two Family: A detached residence designed for or 
occupied by two (2) families ]i\ing independently of each other. 

21. S Dwelling, Multiple: A building or portion thereof, designed 
for or occupied by three ('.'] or more families living indepen- 
dently of each other with separate house keeping and cooking 
facilities for each. 

21. !l Family: One (1) or more persons occupying a single house 
keeping unit and using common cooking facilities, provided 
that unless all members are related by blood or marriage, no 
such family shall contain oxer five (5) persons. 

21.10 Garage, Private: An accessory building or part of a main 
building used only for the storage of automobiles as an acces- 
sory use by members of the family or families housed in the 
building to which such garage is accessary. 

21.11 Garage, Parking: A building or part thereof, other than a 
private garage, used for the storage of motor vehicles for 
remuneration or where any such vehicles are kept for hire. 

21.12 Garage, Repair: A building or part thereof used for the repair 
of motor vehicles for remuneration, but not used for the dis- 
mantling or junking of cars. 
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21.i;i Home Occupation: Any use customarily conducted entirely 
within a dwelling and carried on by the inhabitants thereof, 
which use is clearly incidental and secondary to the use of 
the dwelling for dwelling purposes and does not change the 
character thereof. The conducting of a clinic, hospital, barber 
shop, beauty parlor, tearoom, animal hospital, or any similar 
use, shall not be deemed to be a home occupation. 

31.14 Hospital: I'nless otherwise specified the term hospital shall 
be deemed to include sanitoriums, sanitariums, preventorium, 
clinic, rest home, nursing home, convalescent home and any 
other place for the diagnosis, treatment, or other care of ail- 
ments and shall be deemed to be limited to places for the 
diagnosis, treatment or other care of human ailments. 

"21.15 Hotel: A building containing rooms which are used, rented 
or hired out to guests for sleeping purposes, and where only 
a general kitchen and dining room are provided within the 
building or in an accessory building. 

21.1(1 Junk Yard: The use of more than two-hundred (200) square 
feet of the area of any lot, whether inside or outside a build- 
ing, or the use of any portion of that half of any lot that joins 
the street for storage keeping, or abandonment of junk in- 
cluding scrap metals, or other scrap materials, or for the dis- 
mantling, demolition or abandonment of automobiles or other 
vehicles, machinery or parts thereof. 

21.11 Lot: Land occupied or to be occupied by a building and its 
accessory buildings, or by a dwelling group and its accessory 
building, together A\'ith such open spaces as arc required under 
the provisions of this Ordinance, having not less than the 
minimum area and width required by this Ordinance for a 
lot in the districts in which such land is situated, and having 
its principal frontage on a street or on such other means of 
access as may be determined in accordance with the provi- 
sions of law to be adequate as a condition of the issuance of 
a Zoning Permit for a building on such land. 

21.18 Lot Area: The total horizontal ground area included within 
the lot lines. 

31. IS* Lot, Corner: A lot at the junctions of and abutting on two (2) 
or more intersecting streets when their interior angle of inter- 
section does not exceed one-hundred thirty-five (136) degrees. 

21.20 Lot Depth: The mean horizontal distance between the front 
and rear lot lines, measured in the general direction of the 
side lot lines. 

21.21 Lot Frontage: The width measured along the street right-of- 
way lines upon which the lot fronts. 

31.22 Lot Width: The mean width of a lot measured at right angles 
to its depth at the building line.

MUNICIPAL ZONING ORDINANCE 

£1.23 Motel: A building with or without party walls or any group 
of buildings used primarily for sheltering of transients and 
permanent dwellers, and any accessory uses such as feeding, 
parking, selling of soft drinks and rations. 

21.24 Parking Space: The area required for parking one (1) auto- 
mobile which in this Ordinance is held to be an area ten (10) 
feet wide and twenty (20) feet long which does not include 
access space. 

21.25 Rooming House: Any building or portion thereof containing 
more than four (4), but less than fifteen (15) rooms that are 
used, rented or hired out to be occupied, or which are occu- 
pied for sleeping purposes for compensation paid directly or 
indirectly. The term rooming house shall be deem'ed to include 
lodging house and boarding house, but not tourist home, 
motel, hotel or outside court. 

21.26 Screening: Construction or planting of hedges, evergreens, 
soUd fences or other acceptable methods of separating incom- 
patible uses in adjoining districts as approved by the Board 
of Adjustment. 

21.27 Service Station: Any area of land, including structures there- 
on, that is used for the sale of gasoline or other motor vehicle 
fuel and oil and other lubricating substances, including any 
sale of motor vehicle accessories and which may or may not 
include facilities for lubricating, washing or otherwise serv- 
icing motor vehicles, but not including the painting thereof 
by any means. 

•„' 1. 2. S Self -Illuminating Signs: Signs which retlect light by elec- 
trical, mechanical or other means as ^^■ell as luminous paint or 
reflectorized glass. 

21.29 Sign: Any device for visual communication that is used for 
the purpose of bringing the subject thereof to the attention of 
the public, but not including any flag, badge or insignia of any 
government or governmental agency or of any civic, chari- 
table, religious, patriotic, fraternal or similar organization. 

21.:^0 Street: A public or private thoroughfare, however designated, 
which afl'ords the principal means of access to abutting prop- 
erty. 

21. Bl : Structure: Anything constructed or erected with a fixed loca- 
tion on the ground, or attached to something having a fixed 
location on the ground. The word "structure'' shall include 
buildings, walls, fences, billboards and poster panels. 

21.32 Use: The specific purpose for which land or a building is 
designed, arranged, intended or for which it is or may be occu- 
pied or maintained. The term "permitted use" or its equivalent 
shall not be deemed to include any non-conforming use. 
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31.38 Use, Accessory: A use which is customarily incidental and 
subordinate to the principal use of a lot or a building and 
located on the same lot therewith. 

•<;i.34 Use, Non-Conforming: Use of a building or of land that does 
not conform to the regulation as to use for the district in 
which it is situated. 

"21.3.5 Yard: An open space on the same lot with a principal building, 
open, occupied and unobstructed by buildings from the ground 
to the sky, except as otherwise provided in this Ordinance. 

■■31.36 Yard, Front: The yard extending across the entire \\'idth of 
the lot between the principal building and the right-of-way 
line or street line which the principal building faces. 

21.37 Yard, Rear: The yard extending across the entire width of the 
lot between the rear lot line and the nearest part of the prin- 
cipal building. 

21.38 Yard, Side: A yard extending along the side lot line from the 
front yard to the rear yard, and lying between the side lot 
line and the nearest part of the principal building. 

ARTICLE III 

Establishment of Districts 
Section 31 : 

For the purpose of this Ordinance this municipality is hereby 
divided into the following districts : 

The initials designated hereinafter as representing the district may 
be used in referring to said districts. 

31.1 Agricultural 

31.2 "'A'' Residence (Single Family — low density) R-.-\ 

31.3 "B" Residence (2 to 6 Family — medium density) R-B 

31.4 "C" Residence (Multi-Family— high density) R-C 

31.5 Centra! Commercial C-1 

31.6 Neighborhood and Local Commercial C-2 
31. V Highway and Resort Commercial C-3 
31. S Light Industrial M-1 

31.9 Heavy Industrial M-2 

31.10 Industrial Park I-P 
Section 32 : Map Designation of District : 

32.1 Map: 

The aforesaid districts are bounded and defined on the pre- 
viously designated map entitled : Zoning Map of 



/hich accompanies and is made a part of this Ordinance. 
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33.2 Boundary Determination : 

Where uncertainty exists witli respect to the boundaries of 
any district as is shown on the Zoning Map, the following 
rules shall apply : 

32.20 Where such boundaries are indicated as approximately 
following the center lines of roads, railroads, streams, 
parks or reser\ations such lines shall be construed to 
be such boundaries. 

32.21 Where such boundaries are indicated as approximately 
following lot lines and are not more than twenty-five 
(2,")) feet distance therefrom, such lot lines shall be con- 
strued to be such boundaries. 

32.22 In subdivided land or where district boundaries are not 
indicated by dimensions shown on the map said boun- 
daries shall be determined by the use of the scale ap- 
pearing thereon. 

32.23 If no measurements are shown on the Zoning Map, 
measurements shall be determined by the use of the 
scale shown on the map. 

Section 33 : Zoning of Annexed Areas : ( Boroughs) 

Any area annexed to the Borough after the effective date of this 
Ordinance shall immediately upon such annexation be automatically 
classified as a R-A Area if such area is not zoned, unless or until a 
zoning plan for said area has been adopted by the Borough Council. 

ARTICLE IV 
Section 41 : Application of Regulations : 

Except as hereinafter specifically provided, the following shall 
yovern the application of regulations: 

41.1 Use of Land or Buildings : 

No building shall hereafter be erected and no existing build- 
ing shall be altered, added to, or moved onto a lot, nor shall 
any land or building be used or arranged to be used for any 
purpose other than is included among the uses listed in Article 
VI of this Ordinance. 

41.2 Building Height: 

No building shall hereafter be erected or altered to exceed in 
height the limit designated in Article \"I for the district in 
which it is located. 

41.3 Space and Area Regulations : 

No building shall hereafter be erected, nor shall any existing 
building be altered, enlarged or moved, nor shall any open 
space contiguous to any building or any required parking or 
loading areas be encroached upon or reduced in any manner, 
except in conformity to the yard, lot area, building location, 
percentage of lot coverage, and other space and area regula- 
tions designated in said schedule, unless such reduction or 
encroachment is by duly constituted authority for a public 
purpose.

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41.4 Yard As Related to Building : 

No part of a yard or other open space required appurtenant 
to any building for the purpose of complying with the pro- 
visions of this Ordinance shall be included as a part of a yard 
or other open space required for any other building on any 
other lot. 

41.5 Maintenance of Lot Size : 

No lot shall be reduced in area so that yards, lot area per 
dwelling unit, lot width, or other requirements of this Ordin- 
ance are not maintained, unless such reduction is by duly 
constituted authority for a public purpose. 

41. G Public Utilities: 

It is not intended to repeal, modify or control any public 
utility building or other facility to be constructed by a utility, 
if the Public Utility Commission and/or public utility decide 
that such building or facility is necessary to the public interest. 

ARTICLE V 
Section 51 : Supplementary Regulations : 
51.1 Off-Street Parking and Loading: 

51.10 Required for all New Building and Uses: Except in the 
C-1 District, for every building hereafter erected or 
altered, or use hereafter established, there shall be pro- 
vided off-street parking and loading areas as set forth 
in this Section. Such areas, together with access and 
turning areas shall be paved, gravelled or slagged. Suffi- 
cient off-street parking and loading areas shall be pro- 
vided to satisfy requirements of normal conditions. AH 
such space provided shall be located on the same lot 
with the building except that the Board of Adjustment 
may permit parking space to be located on any lot 
wholly within three-hundred (300) feet of the building 
if it determines it is impractical to provide space on the 
same lot with the building. 

51.11 Required Off-Street Parking Units: 

A. Parking Unit — Each ofT-street parking unit shall be 
a space not less than ten (10) feet wide and twenty (20) 
feet long which is not included in any access or turning 
areas, except that where more than three (3) ofif-street 
spaces are provided they shall have a minimum of two- 
hundred fifty (250) square feet of area (12J4 x 20) each. 

B. Units Required : 

1. For each family dwelling unit — one (1). 

2. For each two (2) roomers or boarders — one (1). 

3. For each room offered for tourists accomodation — 
one (1).

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4. For each professional person maintaining office hours 
—three (3). 

5. For each home occupation — one (1). 

6. For each theater, auditorium, church, stadium, hall or 
other place of public assembly — one (1) for each 
three (3) units of seating capacity. 

7. For rentable office space— one (1) plus one (1) for 
each two-hundred (200) square feet of rental floor 
space. 

(S, For each rectory, parsonage or church office — two 

(2) plus one (1) for each employee. 

9. For retail or personal service use — one (1) for each 
one hundred (100) square feet of usable floor area. 

10. For restaurants or other places serving beverages, 
rations or refreshments — one (1) unit for each three 

(3) seats. 

11. For mortician or funeral home — ten (10) units. 

12. For motor vehicle sales rooms, garages, repair shops 
— one (1) unit for each five hundred (500) square feet 
of floor space. 

13. For industrial or warehouse uses — one (1) space for 
each two (2) employees for any two (2) shifts. 

11. For hospitals or nursing homes — one (1) for each 
two (2) beds. • 

15. For bowling alleys — five (5) per alley. 

16. For drive-in uses and roadside stands — ten (10). 
51.12 Required Off -Street Loading Units: 

A. Loading Unit — Each off-street loading unit shall be 
a space of twelve (12) feet wide, fifteen (15) feet high 
and forty-five (-45) feet long exclusive of access and 
turning area which may be located within a structure, 
within a side or rear yard, or within a required off- 
street parking area, provided it does not bar access 
to such parking area. 

B. Units Required : 

1. For retail or personal service use — one (1) unit for 
each three hundred (300) square feet of floor area 
devoted to merchandising. 

:L For \\holesale merchandising, storage or processing 
— one (1) unit for each three thousand (3,000) square 
feet of floor area. 

10 
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51.13 Off-Street Parking and Loading for Uses Not Specific- 
ally Mentioned: 

The requirements for off-street parking and district load- 
ing facilities shall apply to any similar use not specific- 
ally mentioned. In such case either the applicant or the 
zoning administrator may apply to the Board of Adjust- 
ment for an interpretation of the provisions of the Or- 
dinance for such off-street parking and off-street loading 
requirements and the Board of Adjustment shall render 
a decision in writing in accordance with the provisions 
of this Ordinance. 

01.2 Yard Requirements (applicable in all districts) : 

51.20 Exception to Yard Requirements: The following may 
project into required yards: 

A. Steps or Stoops not exceeding twenty-four (24) square 

feet in area. 

B. Eaves, Cornices and Belt Courses not exceeding two 
(2) feet. 

C. Open Fire Escapes not exceeding four (4) feet six (6) 
inches. 

51.21 Where the street right-of-way is less than fifty (50) 
feet, the depth of the front yard shall be measured from 
a point located twenty-five (25) feet from the center 
line of the street. 

51.3 Area Requirements (applicable in all districts) : 

51.30 Minimum Dwelling Sizes: One (1) story family dwell- 
ings erected, constructed or placed upon a residential 
lot after the adoption of this Ordinance, shall have not 
less than eight hundred (800) square feet of area on the 
ground floor, and two (2) story dwellings shall have not 
less than fi\e hundred (500) square feet of area on the 
ground floor, these areas shall be exclusive of porches, 
patios, breezeways or garages. 

51.31 Reduction in Lot Area : No lot area though it may con- 
sist of one (1) or more adjacent lots of record, shall be 
reduced in area so that the yard lot area per family, lot 
width, building area or other requirements of this Or- 
dinance are not maintained ; public utilities excepted. 

."1I.32 Area Measurement: For purposes of measuring lot area 
on exceptionally deep lots, only that part of the depth 
Avhich is less than three (■')) times the average width 
of the lot may be utilized in calculations. 

.") 1.33 Parking Lots: Off-lot parking areas approved by the 
Board of Adjustment to meet the requirements of this 
Ordinance shall not be used for other purposes, or be 
severed m ownership, without approval of the Board of 
.Adjustment. 

11 
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51.34 Fences, Walls and Hedges: Except as provided in the 
next paragraph, the yard requirements of this Ordinance 
shall not be deemed to prohibit any otherwise lawful 
fence, hedge or wall, provided that in any Residence Dis- 
trict, no fence, hedge or wall shall exceed two and one- 
half (2>4) feet in height in any front yard, five (5) feet 
in any side yard and six (6) feet in any rear yard. 

51.35 Visibitity at Intersections: On a corner lot in any Resi- 
dence District no structure, fence, wall, hedge or other 
planting shall be erected or allowed to grow, be placed 
or maintained at a height of more than two and one-half 
(2J4) feet above the curb line within a triangle formed 
by the street lines and a straight line joining said street 
lines at points twenty (20) feet from their point of 
intersection. 

51.4 Height Requirements (applicable in all districts) : 

51.40 Height Measurement : Measurement of height shall be 
the vertical height from the average elevation of finished 
grade at the front of the structure to : 

A. In case of flat roof structures — highest point of coping. 

B. In case of mansard roof structures — deck line of roof. 

C. In case of gable or hipped roof — average height of roof. 
A habitable attic shall be counted as a story. 

51.41 Height Exceptions: The Height Limitation of this Or- 
dinance shall not apply to flag poles, church spires, bel- 
fries, domes or similar projections not used for human 
occupancy, nor to chimneys, ventilators, sky lights, 
water tanks, public utility facilities, bulk heads, antenna 
and other necessary mechanical apparatus usually car- 
ried above the roof level. 

51.5 Rear Dwellings: 

No Iniilding in the rear of a main building on the same lot 
may be used for residential purposes. 

51.() Cellar Dwellings : 

No living quarters shall be placed in a basement, garage or 
in any other room or space having less than seven (7) feet of 
ceiling clearance above the average ground level. 

51.7 Service Stations and Other Drive-In Uses : 

A station for the storage and sale of fuel, lubricating oil and 
accessories for motor vehicles and other drive-in uses, shall 
meet the following additional requirements: 

51.70 No street entrance or exit for vehicles, and no portion 
or equipment of such service station — or other drive-in 
uses shall be located : 

12 
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A. \\'ithin two hundred (200) feet of a street entrance 
or exit of any school, park or playground conducted for 
and attended by children. 

B. Within one hundred (100) feet of any hospital, church 
or public library. 

C. Within seventy-five (15) feet of a lot in a Residence 
District as established in this Ordinance. 

.j1.71 No equipment above surface of ground for the service 
of motor vehicles shall be closer than twenty (20) feet 
to any street line or highway or closer than thirty (30) 
feet to any property line. 

.51. ?2 The width of any entrance driveway leading from the 
public street to such service station or other drive-in use 
shall not exceed thirty (30) feet at its intersection with 
the curb line or edge of pavement. 

51.73 No two (2) driveways leading from a public street to 
such ser\-ice station or other drive-in use shall be within 
fifteen (15) feet of each other at their intersection with 
the curb or street line. 

51.74 Parking and vehicle access shall be so arranged that 
there will be no need for the motorists to back over 
sidewalks or into streets. 

51. <s Group Housing: 

In cases where group housing, two (2) or more buildings con- 
structed on a plot of ground, not subdivided into the custom- 
ary lots and streets and which will not be so subdivided, or 
where the existing or contemplated street and lot layout make 
it impracticable to apply the requirements of this Ordinance 
to the individual building units in such group housing, the 
application of the terms of this Ordinance may be varied by 
the Board of Adjustment in a manner which will be in har- 
mony with the character of the neighborhood. However, in 
no case shall the Board of Adjustment authorize a use pro- 
hibited in the district in which the housing is to be located, 
a smaller lot area per family than the required minimum in 
such district, a greater height or a smaller yard area than the 
requirements of this Ordinance permits in such a district. 

51.9 Temporary Permits: 

A temporary permit may be authorized by the Board of Ad- 
justment for a period not to exceed one (1) year, for non- 
conforming uses incidental to housing and construction proj- 
ects and including, but not limited to such structures and 
uses as storage of building supplies, machinery or a real 
estate office located on the tract being ofl^ered for sale pro- 
vided such permits arc issued only upon agreement by the 
owner to remove the structure or structures upon the final 
expiration of the permit and discontinue the use or uses. Such 
permit may be annually renewed for a period of two (2) years.

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ARTICLE VI 

Section 61 : Zoning Designations — Agricultural District : 

For the purpose of this Ordinance agriculture shall include agri- 
culture, dairying, farming, pasturage, apiculture, horticulture, flori- 
culture, viticulture and animal and poultry husbandry. 

(il.l Principal Permitted Uses : 

Gl. 10 The usual agricultural dwellings, buildings and structures. 

Gl.ll The growing and selling either at retail or wholesale, all 
types of agricultural produce, livestock and appurtenant 
products produced on the premises and resulting from 
iigriculture. 

(Jl.12. Single Family Dwellings. 

()l.i;5 Churches and parish houses. 

Gl. 14 Schools and educational institutions (both public and 
private). 

(il.lo Public recreation buildings and uses. 

Gl.lG Government buildings and uses. 

G1.17 Public and private forests and wild life preserves. 

61.18 Cemeteries provided that no mausoleum or crematory 
is located within two hundred (200) feet of adjacent 
property and, or street lines, and that any new cemetery 
shall contain a minimum of twenty (SO) acres. 

(il.l'J Airports \'i-ith necessary buildings and appurtenances.

G1.2 Accessory Uses Permitted: 

iJi.'iO Roadside stands offering for sale products produced on 
the premises in accordance with minimum setbacks as 
established in Section (il, Paragraph (h .43, and adequate 
off-street parking facilities in accordance with Section 
.")1. Paragraph ol.l of this Ordinance. 

G1.2I Customary home <jccupations, or other occupations, such 
as millinery, dressmaking, hair dressing and similar 
domestic craft, conducted by the resident occupants 
thereof only, and not including storage or sale of mer- 
chandise on the premises. 

G1.22 Professional offices and studios of artists, lawyers, engi- 
neers, doctors, dentists, clergymen and musicians located 
in dwellings, and vised by the resident occupants only. 

(11, 2:i Accessory buildings such as tool or garden sheds, i)ri- 
vate garage for not more than three (3) cars except that 
one (1) commercial \ ehiclc may be substituted for a 
passenger vehicle if additional space is not required and 
provided that a detached accessory structure shall be 
not less than ten (10) feet from the principal structure. 
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MUNICIPAL ZONING ORDINANCE 
()1. 24 Signs as hereafter provided are permitted: 

A. Professional uses, home occupations — not more than 
three ( 3j square feet in area. 

B. Stationary signs and billboards shall be regarded as 
buildings or structures within the meaning of this Or- 
dinance. Ad\-ertising display upon a barn or other build- 
ing or surface shall be included as stationary signs. 

C. Real Estate: Signs relating to the prospective sale, 
rent or lease of the land provided that the total sign area 
on one (1) street frontage does not exceed four (4) 
square feet.

70.22 Permitted signs shall relate to the use conducted on the 
property and shall not e.xceed eighteen (18) feet in jjieight 
above grade when free-standing or thirty (30) feet when 
attached to buildings. 

No sign shall be set closer than twelve (12) feet to a 
property line. 

70.3 Special Permit Use : 

70,30 Public Utihty Substations or other facilities necessary 
to render adequate service. 

70.4 Lot and Yard Requirements: 

70.40 Minimum Lot Area— 30,000 square feet. 

70.41 Minimum Lot Width— 100 feet (measured at the thirty 
(30) foot setback line). 

70.42 Minimum Yards: 

A. Front — 30 feet. 

B. Side— 2:) feet, but where such lot is adjacent to any 
Residence District the side yards shall be 7 5 feet. 

C. Rear— 30 feet, but where such lot is adjacent to a 
Residence District, the rear yard shall be 75 feet. 

1 0.5 Maximum Building Height : 
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No building shall exceed a height of forty (40) feet except that 
any building may exceed the limit by one (1) foot for every 
foot by which the applicable minimum required yard is ex- 
ceeded. 

70.6 Maximum Lot Coverage : 

Twenty-five (25) per cent. 

70.7 Landscaping: 

No permit for the construction of a building in the Industrial 
Park District shall be issued until the plans for such develop- 
ment have been submitted to the Board of Adjustment. The 
Board shall order the issuance of a permit on the condition 
that adequate landscaping be provided and permanently main- 
tained on the premises so that the general attractiveness and 
character of the surrounding area is maintained and that noise, 
odor, dust, smoke or fumes are properly screened off from 
surrounding areas. 

A solid fence and/or evergreen planting not less than four (4) 
feet high shall be provided wherever a lot in this district 
borders on any Residence District. 

Section 71 : Zoning Administrator : 

71.1 Office and Appointment : 

There is hereby established the office of Zoning Administrator 
who shall be the Building Inspector or other official desig- 
nated by legislative body. 

71.3 Powers and Duties: 

71.20 Enforcing Official : The Zoning Administrator shall ad- 
minister this Ordinance and have the powers and duties 
prescribed herein. 

71.31 Right to Enter and Examine: The Zoning Administrator 
shall have the right at any reasonable time to enter upon 
any premises for the purpose of making inspection of 
buildings or premises necessary to carry out his duties. 

71.22 Issue Permits : The Zoning Administrator shall issue 
permits as provided in this Ordinance, and to keep a 
record of all permits issued, with a notation of all special 
conditions involved. He shall file and safely keep copies 
of all plans submitted and the same shall form a part of 
the records of his office. Such records shall be available 
for the use of the legislative officials, the Zoning Com- 
mission, the Board of Zoning Adjustment and the public. 
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71.23 Stop Work Orders : Whenever any construction work is 
being done contrary to the provisions of this Ordinance, 
or a permit issued under it, the Zoning Administrator 
may order the work stopped by notice in writing, served 
on anyone engaged in such work or causing such work 
to be done and any such person shall forthwith stop 
such work until authorized by the Zoning Administrator 
to proceed. 

Section 72 : Board of Adjustment : 

73.1 Organization: 

The Board of Adjustment may be appointed by the legislative 
body and shall consist of three (3) members, one (1) of whom 
shall be designated to serve until the first day of January- 
following the adoption of the Zoning 'Ordinance, one (1) until 
the first day of the second January thereafter, and one (1) 
until the first day of the third January thereafter. Their suc- 
cessors shall be appointed on the expiration of their respec- 
tive terms to ser\-e three (3) years. The members of the Board 
shall be removable for cause by the appointing authority upon 
written charges and after public hearing. Vacancies shall be 
filled for the unexpired term of any member whose term 
becomes vacant. 

73.3 Rules and Procedures : 

The Board of Adjustment shall adopt rules in accordance with 
the provisions of any Ordinance adopted pursuant to this 
Article. Meetings of the Board shall be advertized an<i held 
at the call of the chairman and at such other times as the 
Board may determine. The chairman or in his absence, the 
acting chairman, may administer oaths and compel the attend- 
ance of witnesses. AH meetings of the Board shall be open 
to the public. The Board shall keep minutes of its proceedings 
showing the vote of each member upon each question, or if 
absent, or failing to \ote, indicating such fact, and shall keep 
records of its examinations, and other official actions all of 
which shall be immediately filed with the township secretary 
and shall be a public record. 

7 3.3 Powers and Duties : 

7 2.31 Interpretation : To hear and decide appeals where it is 
alleged there is an error in any order, requirement, deci- 
sion or determination made by an administrative official 
in the enforcement of this Article or of any Ordinance 
adopted, pursuant thereto. 

7 2.32 Special Exceptions: To hear and decide special excep- 
tions to the terms of the Ordinance upon which such 
Board is required to pass under this Ordinance. 
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72.33 \'ariance : To authorize upon appeal in specific cases 
such variance from the terms of this Ordinance as will 
not be contrary to the public interest where owing to 
special conditions a literal enforcement of the provisions 
of this Ordinance will result in unnecessary hardship, 
and so that the spirit of the Ordinance shall be observed 
and substantial justice done. 

In exercising the above mentioned powers, the Board of Ad- 
justment may in conformity with the above provisions, reverse 
or affirm wholly or partly or may modify the order, require- 
ment, decision or determination appealed from and may make 
such order requirement, decision or determination as ought to 
be made and to that end shall have all the powers of the Zon- 
ing Administrator. 

Section 73 : Appeals and Applications : 

73.1 Procedure: 

Appeals may be taken to the Board by any person aggrieved 
or by any officer of the municipality affected by any decision 
of the Zoning Administrator. Such appeal shall be taken 
within a reasonable time as provided by the rules of the 
Board, by filing with the officer from whom the appeal is 
taken and with the Board of Adjustment a notice of appeal 
specifying the grounds thereof. The officer from whom the 
appeal is taken shall forthwith transmit to the Board all the 
papers constituting the record upon which the action appealed 
from was taken. Application for special exemptions are not 
appeals and shall be made directly to the Board on receipt 
of notice to this efifect from the Zoning Administrator. 

73.3 Applications: 

All appeals and applications made to the Board of Adjust- 
ment shall be in writing; on forms prescribed by the Board 
and approved by the legislative body and each appeal or 
application shall fully set forth the circumstances of the case. 
Every appeal or application shall refer to the specific provi- 
sions of the Ordinance involved and shall exactly set forth, 
as the case may be : 

A. The interpretation that is claimed ; 

B. The use for which the exception is sought ; or 

C. The details of the variance that is applied for and grounds 
on which it is claimed that the same should be granted. 
Appeals and applications for the special exceptions shall be 
accompanied by a fee established by the municipal body to 
cover the cost of the required public notice, on forms provided. 
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73.3 Notification to Planning Commission : 

At least ten (10) days before the date of the hearing required 
by law on an application or appeal to the Board of Adjust- 
ment, the secretary of said Board shall transmit to the secre- 
tary of the Planning Commission a copy of said application or 
appeal together with a copy of the notice of the aforesaid 
hearing, and the Planning Commission may submit to the 
Board of Adjustment an advisory opinion on said application 
or appeal. 

73.4 Decisions : 

Every decision of the Board of Adjustment shall be recorded 
in accordance with standard forms adopted by the Board and 
appended to this Ordinance which shall fully set forth the 
circumstances of the case and the findings on which the deci- 
sion is based. Every decision of the Board shall be by resolu- 
tion and each such resolution together with any maps or plans 
or specifications relating thereto together with all documents 
pertaining thereto shall be filed in the municipal offices by 
case number under one or another of the following headings : 
Interpretation — Special Permits — Variance. 

73.5 Notification of Zoning Administrator : 

The Board of Adjustment shall notify the Zoning Adminis- 
trator of its decision in each case. The Board of Adjustment 
shall make annual reports to the legislative body. 

Section 74 : Enforcement : • 

74.1 Permits and Other Authorization to Conform : 

74.10 Compliance with Ordinance: No Board, Agency, Officer 
or Employee of the municipality shall issue, grant or 
approve a permit or other authorization, including spe- 
cial permits and variances by the Board of Adjustment, 
for any construction, re-construction, alteration, enforce- 
ment or moving of any building or for any use of land or 
buildings that would not be in full compliance with the 
provisions of this Ordinance. 

U.ll Permits Void If Non-Compliance Exists: Any such 
permit or other authorization issued, granted or ap- 
proved in violation of the provisions of this Ordinance 
shall be null and void and of no effect, without the neces- 
sity of any proceedings for revocation or nullification 
thereof, and any work undertaken or use established 
pursuant to any such permit or other authorization shall 
be unlawful and no action shall be taken by any Board, 
Agency, Officer or Employee of the municipality pur- 
porting to validate any such violation. 
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"^•1.3 Zoning Permits : 

74.20 When required : No Zoning Permit shall be issued until 
the Zoning Administrator has certified thereon that the 
proposed building, structure or alteration and the pro- 
posed use thereof comply with the terms of this Ordin- 
ance. 

M.21 Information Required: Every application for a building 
permit shall be accompanied by a plot plan to scale 
showing : 

A. The lot upon which the building is proposed to be 
erected, or on which it is situated in an existing building. 

B. Lot dimensions, lot and block numbers and subdivi- 
sion name if any. 

C. Xames and widths of abutting streets. 

D. Locations, dimensions and uses of any existing build- 
ings on the lot and within one-hundred (100) feet of the 
proposed structure and approximate location of any 
other buildings on the lot. 

E. Locations, dimensions and proposed uses of buildings 
for which the permit is sought. 

F. Dimensions of yards in relation to the building for 
which the permit is sought and distance from the pro- 
posed building from any existing building within one 
hundred (100) feet on the same lot. 

G. North point and uniform scale as determined by the 
Zoning Administrator. 

H. J'.btimated cost of proposed structure. 

74.23 Complete and Understandable Information: No applica- 
tion for a Building Permit shall be accepted by the Zon- 
ing Administrator unless all the information required on 
the accompanying plat has been furnished by the appli- 
cant in clearly understandable form. 

74 3 Occupancy Permits : 

74.30 When required: None of the following occupancies or 
changes or use shall take place until an Occupancy 
Permit has been signed by the Zoning Administrator: 

A. Occupancy and use of a building hereafter moved or 
altered so as to require a Building Permit. 

B. Change in the use of an existing building other than 
to a use of the same type. 

C. Occupancy and use of vacant land. 
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D. Change in the use of land except to another use of 
the same type. 

E. Any change in use of a non-conforming use. 

; 4.31 Procedure for Uses W'hen Zoning Permit Is Required: 
When the building is required for occupancy a written 
request for an Occupancy Permit may be submitted to 
the Zoning Administrator on a form provided by the 
municipality after the construction authorized in the 
Zoning Permit has been completed or has progressed to 
an extent that compliance with the terms of the Zoning 
Permit is ascertainable. If the proposed use is in con- 
formity with the provisions of this Ordinance and all 
other applicable laws and Ordinances, within one (1) 
week following the receipt of such request, the Zoning 
Administrator shall issue such certificate. If such request 
is denied, the Zoning Administrator shall issue the 
applicant a written statement containing the reasons 
for such denial. 

74.32 Procedures for Uses Not In^'olving a Zoning Permit: 

A. Written application for an Occupancy Permit for the 
use of vacant land, for a change in the type of use of 
land, or of a building, or for change of use of a non- 
conforming use as provided herein, shall be made to the 
Zoning Administrator. 

B. If the proposed use is in conformity with the provi- 
sions of this Ordinance and all other applicable laws and 
ordinances, the Occupancy Permit therefore, shall be 
issued within one (1) week following the receipt of 
such request. 

C. If such request is denied the Zoning Administrator 
shall issue the applicant a written statement containing 
the reasons for such denial. 

D. Fees : Fees for Occupancy Permits shall be as speci- 
fied by legislati\-e body. 

74.33 Certificate Required for Continued Occupancy : Every 
Occupancy Permit shall state that the building or the 
proposed use of a building or land complies with all 
provisions of Law and of this Ordinance and of all other 
ordinances of the municipality. An Occupancy Permit 
shall be deemed to authorize, and is required for both 
mitial and continued occupancy and use of the building 
or land to which it applies and shall continue in effect 
so long as such building and the use thereof or the use 
of such land be in full conformitv with the provisions 
of this Ordinance and any requirements made pursuant 
thereto. 
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74.34 N'iolalions: On the serving of notice of any violations 
to any building or the use thereof, or of land as provided 
in this Section, the Occupancy Permit for such use shall 
thereupon, vv'ithout further action, become null and void 
and a ne^\' Occupancy Permit shall be required for any 
further use of such building or land. 

'ii.'Ai') Duplicate Copies : Duplicate copies of every Occupancy 
Permit shall be kept in the office of the Zoning Admin- 
istrator and copies shall be furnished on request and on 
payment of copying costs to any person having a pro- 
prietary or tenancy interest in the building or land 
affected. 

ARTICLE VIII 

NON-CONFORMING USES 

Section 81 : Lawful Uses May Continue: 

The lawful use of a building or structure or the lawful use of any 
land as existing and lawful at the time of the enactment of a Zoning 
Ordinance, or in the case of an amendment of an Ordinance, then at 
the time of such amendment, may, except as hereinafter provided be 
continued, although such use does not conform with the provisions of 
such Ordinance or amendment. 

81.1 Regulations Controlling Non-Conforming Uses of Land: 

81.10 Enlargment: No non-conforming use shall be enlarged 
or extended off the lot occupied by such use at the time 
of the adoption of this Ordinance or shall be enlarged 
or extended to occupy any part of a required yard. 

81.11 Changes : Once changed to a conforming use, no land 
shall be permitted to revert to a non-conforming use. 
.\'o new non-conforming use may be added to or sub- 
stituted for an existing non-conforming use. 

M 1 . 1 2 Fencing J unk ^'ards : Regardless of any other provisions 
of this Ordinance, every junk yard existing as a non- 
conforming use shall within two (3) years after becom- 
ing non-conforming be completely enclosed within a 
continuous solid fence or evergreen hedge found on a 
determination of the Board of Adjustment to be of such 
height and character as to screen all operations of such 
establishments and which fence or hedge shall be main- 
tained in full conformity with any conditions attached 
to such approval. 

Ml. Hi Cessation of Land L'se: If any non-conforming use of 
land ceases for any continuous period of not less than 
six (()) months for any reason other than direct parti- 
cipation of owner or tenant in military service or act of 
God, any subsequent use of such land shall be in con- 
form! ly to the regulations specified by this Ordinance 
for the district in which such land is located. 
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HI. 2 Regulations Controlling Non-Conforming Structure and Non- 
Conforming Uses of Building : 

81.20 Alteration, Reconstruction or Repair: No existing build- 
ing occupied by a non-conforming use shall be enlarged, 
extended, reconstructed or structurally altered in order 
that a non-conforming use may be continued. 

81.21 Movement: No non-conforming building shall be moved 
in whole or in part to any other portion of the lot and 
continued to be used unless the Board of Adjustment 
shall make a determination that such movement is in 
keeping with the spirit of the Ordinance and contribute 
to public safety or welfare, and shall give a special 
permit therefore. 

81.22 Cessation of Building Use: If any non-conforming use 
of a building ceases for any reason for a continuous 
period of not less than six (G) months for any reason 
other than direct participation of owner or tenant in 
military service or if the building in or on which such 
use if conducted or maintained is moved for any distance 
without approval of the Board of Adjustment, then any 
future use of such building shall be in conformity to the 
regulations specified by this Ordinance for the district 
in which such building is located. 

Si, 23 Destruction of Nun-Conforming Building: If at any 
time a building in existence or maintained at the time of 
the adoption of this Ordinance and not conforming to 
the regulations for the district in which it is located 
shall be destroyed by any means to an extent that the 
remaining value is less than iifty (50) per cent of the 
assessed valuation the immediate area occupied by said 
building shall thenceforth be subject to all the regula- 
tions by this Ordinance for the district in which such 
land and buildings are located. 

81.24 Construction Stiirted Prior to Ordinance : Nothing here- 
in contained shall require any change in plans, con- 
struction, or use of a building, the actual construction 
of which shall have begun prior to the adoption of this 
Ordinance, and which entire building shall be completed 
according to such original plans within six (6) months 
of such time of adoption. 

8 1 .3 Removal of Non-Conforming Signs : 

Regardless of any other provisions of this Ordinance, every 
sign which, after the adoption of this Ordinance, exists as "a 
non-conforming use in any district shall be discontinued and 
removed or changed to a use permitted in the respective dis- 
trict not later than five (.5) years after the adoption of the 
Ordinance. 
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ARTICLE IX 

ENFORCEMENT, REMEDIES, INTERPRETATION, 
AMENDMENTS, SEPARABILITY AND EFFECTIVE DATA 
Section 91 : Penalties : 

For any and every violation of the provisions of this Ordinance, 
the owner, general agent or contractor of a building or premises where 
such violation has been committed or shall exist, and the lessee or 
tenant of an entire building or entire premises where such violation 
has been committeed or shall exist and the owner, general agent, con- 
tractor, lessee or tenant of any part of a building, or premises in which 
part such violation has been committed or shall exist, and the general 
agent, architect, builder, contractor or any other person who knowingly 
commits, takes part or assists in any such violation or maintains a 
building or premises in which any such violation has been committed 
shall be liable on conviction thereof to fine or penalty not less than 
ten (10) dollars or more than three hundred (300) dollars for each and 
every offense and whenever such person shall have been notified by the 
Zoning Administrator or by service Summons in a prosecution, or in 
any other way that he is committing such violation of this Ordinance, 
each day that he shall continue such violation after notification shall 
constitute a separate offense punishable by a like fine or penalty. 

Section 92 : Remedies Open to Zoning Administrator : 

In case any building or structure is erected, constructed, recon- 
structed, altered, repaired, converted or maintained or any building, 
structure or land is used or any hedge, tree, shrub or other growth is 
maintained in vicjlation of this Ordinance, or of any regulations made 
I)ursuant hereto in addition to other remedies provided by law, any 
appropriate action or proceedings whether by legal process or other- 
wise may be instituted or taken to prevent such unlawful erection, 
construction, reconstruction, alteration, repair, conversion, mainten- 
ance or use, to restrain, correct, or abate such violation to prevent the 
occupancy of said building, sructure, land or to prevent any illegal act, 
conduct business or use in or about such premises. 

Section 93 : Other Remedies Not Excluded : 

The remedies provided herein are cumulative and not exclusive and 
shall be in addition to any other remedies provided by law. 

Section 94 : Interpretation : 

Purpose in interpreting and applying the provisions of the Ordin- 
ance shall be held to be minimum requirements for the promotion of 
health, safety and morals and general welfare of the municipality. It 
is not intended by this Ordinance to interfere with or abrogate or annul 
any rules, regulations or permits previously adopted or issued provided 
however, that where this Ordinance imposes a greater restriction upon 
the use of buildings or premises or upon the height of the building or 
required larger open spaces than are imposed or required by such 
Ordinance, rules, regulations or permits, the provision of this Ordin- 
ance shall control. 
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Section 95 : Amendment : 

The legislative body may, in accordance with procedure established 
by the code, on its own initiative or on petition supplement, change, 
modify or repeal such regulations, restrictions or boundaries as set 
forth in this Ordinance or established. However, no such change shall 
become effective until after a public hearing in relation thereto at which 
parties in interest shall have an opportunity to be heard. 

Section 96 : Severability : 

If any section, sub-section, paragraph, sentence, clause or phrase 
of this Ordinance is declared by any court of competent jurisdiction to 
be invalid, such invalidity shall not affect any other portion of this 
Ordinande. The legislative body hereby declared that it would have 
adopted every section, sub-section, paragraph, sentence, clause or 
phrase of this Ordinance regardless of the fact that any other section, 
sub-section, paragraph, sentence, clause or phrase be declared invalid. 
Section 97 : Effective Date : 

The Ordinance shall become effective ten (10) days after its final 
enactment by the legislati\'e body.
